A BOMBAY MOVEMENT.

, Long neck, long life," is an 
old Saying. It probably relates 
to the danger of apoploxy for 
those with short, thick necks. 
Scientifically speaking it is 
difficult to say what the signs of 
long life are. Lord Bacon, the 
great philosopher, said that ke 
had questioned many very old 
people, and could not deduce any 
certain rules of living, diet, ete., 
that would lead to long life; 
but there were three marks 
or signs that were certain in- 
dications that their poseessor, bar 
accidents, would live’to be old—- 
prominent veins, crowded teeth— 
as if they were too large for the 
mouth—and “stubborn” hair, that 
tefuses to be brushed into shape.

THE CAILLAUX TRIAL. 


CHARGES AGAINST THE 
FORMER PREMIER 


Two years ago On January 11th, 
1918, for the first time in history 
of the Third Republic of France, 
one of its former Premiers, Joseph 
Caillaux, was thrust into prison 
on the charge of high treason 
and of endeavouring to make 
a premature and dishonpurable 
peace with - Germany. For 
more than 20 years he had 
teen a power in French political 
life, both as Premier and Minis- 
terof Finance. He has express- 
ed his determination to “fight to 
the last ditch” although his long 
detention has made inroads upon 
his health, After 44 preliminary 
hearings, he protested in vain 
against the law's delay, Last 
September Caillaux was removed 
from his Paris prison toa hospital 
at Neuilly. 

The case against Caillaux is 
somewhat related to that against 
Bolo Pasha, who was executed at 
Vincennes as a spy in April, 1918, 
and Mr. Duval, editor» of the 


Inewspaper- Burnet. Rouge, who 


went to his death for similar 
treachery thé following July. 
Cailhaux was not inthe Cabinet 
when the war began. He resign- 
ed shortly after March 18th 1914, 
the day his wife shot and killed 
Gaston Calmeite, editor of the 
Figaro, for accusing Caillaux of 
having played into Germany's 
hands in settling the Moroccan 
crisis of 1911. Louis J. Malvy.a 


friend, was Minister of the In- 


terior at the time Caillaux 
tesigned. Malvy, it will be re- 
membered, was later accused of 
high treason and tried in 1918 
before the Senate High Court. 
The treason charge was unproved, 
but Malvy, a Radica!-Socialist, 
was convicted of other offences 
and sentenced to five years’ 
banishment from France. He is 
now an exile in Spain. Through 
Malvy. it is alleged, Caillaux 
directed affairs so that. the 
machinations charged against 
him could be carried on. 
Caillaux was suspected of head- 
ing a pacifist move:nent having 
as its object a reconciliation be- 
tween France and Germany, a 
suspicion which became all the 


more serious by reason cf the/P 


fact that German spies were 
everywhere in France and were 
believed to have penetrated into 
the councils of the Government. 
The *defeatist " propaganda. in- 
tended to break down the morale 
of French people by leading them 
to helieve Germany was  in- 
vineible, had wide ramifications. 
It reached from Paris to Rome 
and from Rometo Washington 
and Buenos Aires. Count Von 
Bernstorff’ formerly | German 
Ambassador at Washington, was 
charged with having spent more 
than $2,000,000 to create similar 
“defeatist” conditions in Italy. 


Upon the acquittal of his wife, ; : 
|Martini. “A road: to Bagdad, 


and his retirement from politics, 
Caillaux entered the army serving 
in the paymaster’s Jepartment of 
French army. Within two 
months he was in trouble with 
British officers and, subsequently, 
with his own military superiors 
in Paris, for which he was 
punished. Released from service, 
he sailed in November 1914 
for South-America and passed 
most of the winter in Argentina. 
While in Buenos Aires it was 
said, he conferred with Court 
Karl von Luxburg, the German 
Minister, who will be temember- 
ed as the author of a message to 
the German Foreign Office advis- 
ing the U-boats to “sink without 
atrace” all Argentina ships, the 
vessels of a neutral power. 
Cailaux returned to -France 
and was next heard from two 
years laterin Italy. He was re- 
ported ‘to have gone there in 
November1916 with Mrs. Caillaux, 
fora rest. The Rome correspond- 
ent-of the London Times the 
following month charged Cail- 
laux with trying to “plant 
a separate peace movement 
among Germenophiles in the 
Vatican and in the Italian 
aristocracy.” Colour was given 
to this accusation by a report 
sent to Mr, Briand, the Premier, 
by Admiral de Saint Pair, then 
French: naval attache at Rome, 
in which he said that Caillauxz, at 
a two-hour conference with the 
ex-Minister of the Colonies, Mr. 


‘Martini, and other notable It- 


alians, spoke of his return , to 
power in France. He predicted, 
it was said, that by the spring 
of 1916, tha Clemenceau ‘and other 
war Ministries would have col- 
lapsed and he would take the helm 
of state and sign a separate peace. 
According to Saint Pair, Caillaux 
promised the Italians that “the 
whole world will be-astonised by 
the advantages Germany wil! ac- 
cord to Italy and France.” All 
the cost of the war would be borne 
by Russia and the Balkan States.

Shortly after Caillaux's visits 
abroad the “‘defeatist” propaganda 
became more pronounced in 
France and Italy. 
1917, with its initial burst of 
hope. for France, was followed 
by a great wave of depression 
in that country.” A similar 
phenomenon was observable in 
italy. October of that year 
witnessed the disaster of 
Caporetto, in which -250,000

SELF-DEVELOPMENT IN 

EDUCATION. ~ 
” 

Dr. Maris Montessori spoke st 
the Free Trade Hall, Manchester, 
recently on. her system of 
education, Mr. J. L. Paton presid- 

«ed. She spoke in Italian, and: 
her words were translated, sent- 
ence by sentence, as she went 
along. There was a large 
audience, " . 

The word “libérty," said Dr, 
Montessori, rang out in our time: 
with greater vigour than ever 
before: It seemed to dominate, 
us to-day. One might call it the 
possibility for every life to reach 
its goalz: it represented the 
triumph of life. the victory over 
all obstacles, and in kuman life 
it meant, above all, a spiritual 

otriumph [nN this sense. it 
might be said that. liberty 
brought about tke health of 
the soul. and as’ in physiology 
the state of very complex bodies 
was illaminated by the state of 
very simple forms of life, so here 
‘in this other field it would pro- 
bably be the child. wha would 
leach us. If her observations of 
ithe child wera of any value, ther 
were as details thrawing light on’ 
the psychic'growth of humanity. 

One fundamental “and basic 
phenomenon revealed by the little 
child, contrary to our old baliefs, 
was that of the vital necessity of 

“deep concentration ot mind. The 

little child of three presented 
it, as. hough in order to’ grow 
it, were necessary for him = tn 
consolidate his inner personality 
rand in that .way 9 separate 
himself frum others. .He did 
not concentrate his mind in the 
same way as a philosopher d 
Tt was almost like a sensi 
selection which the child made 

* from his environment and whieh, 
caused him ta fix hi tentian 
upon that point. Some museular 
exercise’ venerally accompanied 
it, Thus the sanse, the motor, 
action, and the fixed attention 
developed together and fortified 
the whole personality. One some- 
times saw a little child repeating 
Some exercise as many as fifty 
times, and the noise of other 
people perhaps a Piano playing, 

\weuld not disturb him -a fact 


" which seemed strange to us, who 


were accustomed to helieve that 


Aeqthe charactaristic of the small 


child was" the impossibility of 
fixed attention. 


THE TEACHER AS SERVANT, 


When this phenomenon was 
produced-a change took place in 
the whole character of the child. 
From that moment the little in- 
dividualty began to develop 
according tw its own inner lines, 
It wes from this changed form 
that there sprang all those charac. 
teristics we ‘called goad: it was 
the earlier fluctuating uncertain 
soul that was not xer able to fix 
‘attention’ that fell into what we 
called wrong. Methods of coer- 
clon, persuasion; or appeal to 
sentiment Dr. Montessori terméd 
the oppression of the child by the 
adult, ways of a tempting to 
mould from without that which 
lay beyord our human - power, 
No one of use could model or 
give form to another soul. . 

Everyone in order beedme 
strong must form himself. With 
this single observation we already 
had a new mode of education, 
The problem was to make the 
spirit of the child free to develop 
itself. The teacher became a 
servant who must serve the divine 
soul that was developing. “If the 
fundamental of this development 
lies in concentration let us prepare 
the. means in order that this 
concentration may take place. 
The first thing we must do is to 
prepare that environment which 
will help his growth and develop- 
ment. Thus we find that the 


simple, so that the child can easily | ~ 


understand it; orderly, because 
nothing constructive and good 
can come out of chaos; and 
beautiful, so that it will attract 
the child. The child can be help- 
ed to reach this stage of con- 
centration by some exercises 
which should be brought to the 
attention of educators, and 
which, while they require very 
small effort of the mind, enchan- 
nel the energies and lead -to 
concentration. : 

“Teall them exercise of prac. 
tical. life, for ther’ are those 
which we ourselves try if possible 
always to give to servants to do 
for us—(laughter),—the exercise 
of taking care of our things, keep- 
img the house clean, dusting. 
sweeping. setting a table, 
Washing up dishes, and so forth. 

we were to become «as 
zealous of our psychic health as 
we are of our physical health. 
instead of doing Swedish 
&ymnastics in the- morning we 
should probably begin by clean- 
Ing out out room,” (Laughter.) 
The little children who instinc- 
tively found themselves drawn 
towards concentration would 
welcome gladly such forms of 
work. Br. Montesseri spoke of 
some of the means she suggested 
for attracting the attention of the 
child---acquaintance with objects 
that represented a synthesis of 
the things that the child saw 
about him, colours. forms, 
dimensions, sounds, etc.* and 
thoir effects on the gtowing 
mind. ; “
